with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
io Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 

of the same, THAT it shall not be lawful for any attorney or attornies, No Attorney 
or solicitor or solicitors, in Ireland , to recover against his or their ^nTSs 
client or clients, or for any party or parties to recover against the other 
party or parties, in any suit or suits depending, or to depend, between ^^Copie^of 
15 them, in any court of law or equity, or in the revenue side of the fee. over and 
court of Exchequer in Ireland, any sum of money, fee, reward or 4 m number 
emolument, for making or serving of any copy of any declaration of Cop,es - 
and summons in ejectment, or of any order process or proceeding, 
filed in or made by or issued out of any of the said courts, after the 
passing of this Act, over and above copies ;
